SPRING, HARVEST SEASON OF THE SHEEP 
RAISER. DEMANDS ATTENTION TO ANIMALS 




Member of a Boys' 8heep Club With His Thriving Flock. 



(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Many new flocks of sheep were es- 
tablished In the farming states last 
year, and this spring their owners will 
for the first time experience the Inmb- 
Ing nnd shearing seasons. Spring, 
which Is the lambing nnd shearing sen- 
gon, Is the harvest period of the sheep 
raiser, sny sperinlists of the United 
States department of agriculture, and 
the size nnd qunllty of these crops de- 
termine the profits. At this time extra 
attention .should be given to the ewes 
and lambs. In no other way ran time 
be used to better advuntnge on the 
farm. 

If the ewes hnve not been properly 
fed ami cared for during the fall and 
winter, the crops of lnmbs and wool 
can be neither large nor of high qual- 
ity. It Is the weak, thin ewes thnt re- 
quire most attention in the lumhlng 
season, though previous mistakes can- 
not be remedied at that time. On the 
other hand, failure to be constantly 
nearby while the lambs are arriving 
may mean the raising of only an 80 
or 00 per cent crop of lnmbs where a 

that ninny ewes will hnve twins— enn 
readily be realized from good shep- 
herding of flocks of mutton qunllty. 
Advantages of Early Lambing. 

In many sections It Is most profit- 
able to hnve lnmbs nrrlve in March or 
even earlier. One Important advan- 
tage of this plan is that other work 
Is then less urgent nnd full attention 
enn be given to the ewes and the new 
arrivals. Another advantage gained 
by early Inmhlng is thnt the lambs can 
be made sufficiently heuvy and fat to 
market In June or July. Early market- 
ing usually raenns higher prices, nnd 
It Is especially desirable because the 
lambs are disposed of before the time 
ft greater danger of Injury by Internal 
parasites. The ewe lambs nre stronger 
than those which arrivexl later In the 
season und nre, therefore, kept for the 
breeding Hock. They are less suscep- 



tible to Injury ennsed by parasites, 
which Is most serious In warm, damp 
periods of July or August. 

Care of Weak Lambs. 

The lamb that Is born strong and 
vigorous, with a good dam. will need 
Utile care. Prompt attention given to 
the weak Inmb immediately upon its 
arrlrnl will frequently result In saving 
its life. In cold weather lnmbs should, 
be wrapped In hot flannel cloths to 
prevent chilling, which may result In 
their death, and the cloths should be 
renewed as often as Is neccsstry to 
keep the yjung animals warm. Milk 
should he given freely and the lamb 
returned to the ewe ns soon as It Is 
strong enough. Sometimes It msy be 
necessary to feed the lamb with nn In- 
fant's nursing bottle, giving a few tea- 
simonfuls of milk every hour for a few 
hours until It Is strong enoug'i to 
nurse without assistance. . 

If lambs arc to be sold at three to 
five months of uge they may ran with 
their dams until thnt time. The lambs 
kept for breeding purposes should be 
weaned at the same time and put on 
fresh pastures where there Is no dan- 
ger of stomach worms. Where the 
weaning Is done nt this time the ewes 
can be put In belter condition for the 
fall breeding. When lambs are lo be 
kept on the farm, the best method of 
wennlng Is to leave them on tie old 
pasture for three or four dnys. letuov- 
Ing the ewes to a scunty pasture to 
check their milk flow. As soon ns the 
lambs cease fretting for their dams 
they mny be removed to fresh pas- 
tures. Ewes with large udders should 
he partially milked once every three 
| dnys until they go dry. 

Details on the care of the flock dur- 
ing the lambing season are given in 
Farmers' Bulletin 840, "Farm Sheep 
Raising for Beginners," copies of 
which can be had, so long as the sup- 
ply lasts, by applying to the United 
States department of agriculture, 
Washington.

HARVEST WOOL CROP 

Avoid Chilling Ewes by Shearing 
on a Warm Day. 
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Hand-Power Machines Are Moet Eco- 
nomical for Flocks of Less Than 
Fifty Head — Paper Twine Is 
Most Satisfactory. 

(Propmed by the United States Depart- 
ment or Agriculture.) 

Sheep shearing is usually done in 
late spring after the lambing season. 
The work should be performed on a 
warm day, so that the ewes may not 
become 'chilled. For flocks of less 
(ban fifty bead, hand-power pachlnes 
are tho most economlcnl. These nltt- 
chlucs are more rapid, produce 
smoother work, Injure the sheep less, 
are more easily handled, and result 
in a larger crop than where hund 
shears are used. 

After the fleece has .been removed 
all taps and dirt should be cleaned 
out of it and it should be rolled up, 
not ton tightly, the akin side out, and 
tied with paper twine. The value of 
the wool crop is often impaired by the 
use of binder twine in tying up fleeces. 
Anything is superior to binder twine, 
and paper twine is most satisfactory. 
Boxes Nf tying fleeces are not neces- 
sary; In fact wool shows better If not 
tied too tightly. 

Farmers in New York and other 
states have profited largely by co-op- 
erative marketing of their wool. Un- 
der the direction of the county agent 
the clips nre assembled, graded, and 
sold in large quantities at the prices 
prevailing at the principal markets. 
In i be puft these prices were mate- 
rially higher than the "general" local 
Vrices obtained.

As a cheap and satisfactory source 
of phosphoric acid, raw rock phos- 
phate merits extensive use on farms 
In localities where tho material Is 
available. Nowndnys when nil com- 
n-trrla) .'ertlllners are abnormally ex- 
pensive ts the time to make liberal nse 
of raw rock aa a reinforcement of 
■tabic ronnure, ns n material to be dis- 
tributed and plowed under with green 
cover crops and as a profitable plant 
food for direct application to soils 
I hat are rich In organic matter. 

The relative unpopularity of raw 
rock phosphate In the past tins result- 
ed from Incomplete nnd unsatisfactory 
experimental work. Recently the farm 
use of raw rock has expanded to 01,- 
IKK) tons annually, worth approximate- 
ly $750,000. 

Of course when Immediate results 
are desired, the more costly acid phos- 
phate is preferable as Its plant food 
Ik readily soluble and suitable for rush 
order use. Raw rock phosphate, al- 
though It contains twice ns much phos- 
phoric acid as the average acid phos- 
phate, slowly releases Its store* of 
food for crop use. It costs about $0.50

For practical results, it is essential 
that the raw rock be finely ground to 
the extent that 00 per cent of the ma- 
terial will pass through a sieve having 
100 meshes to the linear inch. 
How to Spread. 
Where the raw rock phosphate is 
used as a re-enforcement for stable 
uinnuro, it may be spread at the rate 
of 50 to GO pounds over each ton of 
manure ns it Is hauled from the barn 
or stable yard to the fields. A much 
better practice, however, is to cotnimst 
the rock with the manure for a period 
of n month or more before spreading 
on the fields. On account of Its ad- 
mirable absorptive qualities the raw 
rock is used as an absorbent in dairy 
stables. The common practice is, to 
spread about a pint of the material 
daily behind each cow In the atable. 

Where a green cover crop, such as 
enwpeas or soy beans. Is to be turned 
fcnder, It is a valuuble practice to 
spiend about 1,000 pounds of raw-rock 
phosphate an acre over the green stuff 
before the plowing Is begun. Products 
are developed during the decomposi- 
tion of the organic matter which are 
efficient in liberating the plant food 
that is slowly avalluble lo the raw 
rock. Where the raw-rock phosphate 
Is applied in half-ton doses an acre to 
• soil that is very rich in organic raat- 
tei the snme beneficial results are 
slowly notable as obtained where the 
fertiliser is turned under with the 
green crop. 

Best Form of Acid. 
The presence of decaying organic 
natter in the soil Increases the effec- 
tiveness of raw, ground rock phos- 
phates due probably both to greater 
bacterial activity and the higher con- 
tent of carbon dioxide In such soil*. 
From a similar standpoint, the effec- 
tiveness of raw rock phosphnte is usu- 
ally increased after remuiiilng in the 
soil for a yeur or more. Most crops 
respond more quickly to applications 
of acid phosphate than to bone, basic 
slag or raw-rock phosphate. Aecord- 
lugly, where the early stimulation and 
quick maturity of the crop are the 
main considerations, acid phosphate la 
probably the best form of phosphoric 
acid to apply. 

The question of whether Increases 
lu yield ordinarily can be produced 
more economically by applications of 
soluble or relatively insoluble phos- 
phates, must be considered in a meas- 
ure an Individual problem for each 
farmer, since It depends on a number 
of factors of which the most important 
are the nature of the soil, the crop 
system employed, the price of the ra-

Too eggs 
ami nests should be examined and 
cleaned, removing all broken eggs and 
washing those thai are soiled; in the 
latter case the soiled Beating material 
should he removed and clean straw 
added. Nests containing broken eggs 
thnt the hen is allowed to sll on soon 
become Infested with mites and lice, 

which cause the ben* to be co m * un- 
aaajr und leave the nest, often causing 

the loss of valuable sittings of eggs. 
In mlte-infested nests, ihe hen. if fast- 
ened In, Will often be found standing 
over rather than sitting on tha eggs. 
Many eggs Hint arc laid In the lata 
winter and early spring are infertile. 
For this reason It Is advisable to set 
several lu lls nt tie* same time. After 
the eggs have been under the lieiisi 
from live to seven days, the time de- 
pending somewhat on the color and 
thickness of the shells— white-shelled 
eggs being eusler to test than tuivso 
bavrng brown shells— tbey should b« 
tested, tha Infertile eggs and dead 
germs removed, and the fertile eggs 
put buck Staler the hen. In this way It Is 
often possible to but all the *ggs that 
several hens originally started to sit 
on under fewer bens and res t tll« 
others. For example. :ti> eggs uro set 
under three hens ut the same lime, ten 
under each. At the end of seven days 
we tasj on testing the eggs from all 
the hens that ten are infertile, which 
leaves us 90 eggs to reset, which we 
do by pulling iliem OB dee two hen*, 
und bat* the remaining ben sit over 
again after she has set only seven 
days. In this way considerable time 
can be saved In ones hatching oper- 
ations.
